Dahlias require a light, open situation, a well-worked and moderately 
rich soil, and deep and frequent cultivation. Plant any time from 
the first of May until the end of June, covering the tuber with 3 or 4 
inches of soil and cutting out all but one or two stalks. For exhibi- 
tion flowers thin freely.

Is to secure the best varieties, and with this end in view we “‘try out” 
a large part of the introductions of American and Huropean growers, 
discarding all unsatisfactory kinds and the inferior sorts of previous 
years, thus keeping our collection thoroughly up to date.
